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made a sincere study of a serious problem. 

There must be a reason when men go back 
from the service of the Lord. The real reasons, how- 
ever, are often obscured by rationalized excuses. I 
have tried in honesty and sincerity to look beyond the 
excuses and discover what situations and what cir- 
cumstances really cause men to go back from Chris- 
tian living. After long consideration of the problem, 
I have found the following reasons to be most preva- 
lent: 


1. Many who go back have never really been born 
again. They simply followed the Lord as an idea, 
without ever becoming personally committed to His 
cause. 

2. An imbalance of emotions over decision. Some 
become discouraged when they have been taught to 
rely upon emotional jubilation rather than upon the 
determination of faith. 

3. Because of the flickering flames and dry springs 
of the church. Some turn back because they are 
disappointed at the dryness, the impotence, and the 
lack of love found among many Christians. 

4. The temptation of unbelief. Some go back because 
their faith is destroyed by constant assaults on the 
Word of God, the reality of God, or other spiritual 
verities. 

5. The fear of popular opinion. Some go back be- 
cause they find themselves unable to withstand the 
disapproval of their unspiritual friends and a cold 
cynical world. 


6. Now we come to the sixth and last of those 
reasons which I shall name: the allure of sin. 


; ] URING THE PAST SEVERAL weeks we have 


MISTAKENLY, many among us have in the past re- 
garded this as the first and only reason for spiritual 
defeat and defection. While that is by no means true, 
as has been demonstrated by our previous discussions, 
there is indeed an attractiveness to sin. I am con- 
vinced that very few go back from serving Christ 
because of outright temptation to sin. Most go back 
because of one or more of the other reasons I have 
named. This being true, there are still some who go 
back into sin for no other reason than that it al- 
lures and overthrows them. 

All of us must beware of sin, for it can over- 
throw any of us when we neglect our spiritual dedica- 
tion. James tells us that “every man is tempted, 
when he is drawn away of his own lust, and en-

ticed” (James 1:14). As long as we live in human 
flesh we shall have to contend with this enticement. 

When we first think of sin we think invariably of 
the sins of the world. We think of ugly and vile 
things that are obviously bad. When a person allows 
himself to be drawn away of his own lusts, he will 
be tempted to these black evils. If our hearts become 
dead to Christ, out of it will proceed such evils as 
“evil thoughts, murders, adulteries, fornications, 
thefts, false witness, blasphemies” (Matthew 15:19). 


If in the battle between the flesh and the Spirit 
we should abandon ourselves to fleshly appetites, we 
would verily be attracted by “adultery, fornication, 
uncleanness, lasciviousness, idolatry, witchcraft, ha- 
tred, variance, emulations, wrath, strife, seditions, 
heresies, envyings, murders, drunkenness, revellings, 
and such like” (Galatians 5:19-21). Satan can in- 
deed make these sins of the flesh seem attractive 
and desirable if we listen to his sales talk. Some do, 
and some fall away. The flesh will crave these things 
if we surrender ourselves to the flesh. 


BUT THERE IS more to sin than these bold black 
works of the flesh. While there are some who may 
go back because of lewd, fleshly appetites, there are 
many more who do go back for other more subtle 
reasons. 

Paul said that “whatsoever is not of faith is sin” 
(Romans 14:23). 

James said, “To him that knoweth to do good, and 
doeth it not, to him it is sin’ (James 4:17). 

John said that “sin is the transgression of the law” 
(1 John 3:4), and that “all unrighteousness is sin” 
(1 John 5:17). 

Now it is manifested by these Scriptures that all 
sin is not of equal gravity. There is a sin that is unto 
death and there is sin not unto death (1 John 5:16, 
17). Yet all sin alienates us from God. Those grave 
works of the flesh separate us from Him immedi- 
ately. Lesser sins may not seem too serious at first, 
but they work in a progressive way until the soul 
is driven back from following the Lord. Small sins 
of negligence have a way of multiplying into greater 
sins. Sins that are not of faith will one day become 
sins that are of the flesh. Sin of any form or degree 
is alien to the nature of God; it will therefore in 
time alienate us from Him. 

Christ has taught us to pray for deliverance from 
temptation, to strive against sin, to mortify the flesh. 
We must constantly keep a prayerful vigilance against 
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every intrusion of sinful acts and sinful thoughts. 
Some have gone back because they found the temp- 
tation of sin too great to withstand. Before they found 
sin this strong, they had to find it more attractive 
to them than Christ. Before it became thus attractive 
to them, they had to meditate upon it more than 
they did upon Christ. 

Christ is the answer to all inclinations to go back. 
When we love Him sufficiently and place our lives 
completely in Him, we shall never be moved. We 
have a solemn responsibility to see that we personally 





go forward and live forward; we must likewise help 
our brethren to look forward, not backward. The 
words of Jesus still stand true, 
No man, having put his hand to the 
plough, and looking back, is fit for the king- 
dom of God (Luke 9:62).

At the start, the church had only

to God are in the thousands, the 
church membership is close to 34,- 
000 members. Last year over $182,- 
000 — raised to be used for God’s 
work. 

What is the secret? The church 
was enthused. 

My friend, this was not a Pente- 
costal church; but think what could 
be accomplished by a Holy Ghost- 
filled man, full of fervency and en- 
thusiasm. 

Enthusiasm comes from the 
Greek en (meaning “in”) and theos 
(meaning “God”). Together they 
indicate, “God in us.” Proverbs 
23:7 tells us that man is the pro- 
duct of his thoughts and Romans 
12:2 tells us to be transformed or 
renewed by the stimulation of our 
minds. We must keep “enthused.”

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The Pristine Glory of the Church 


NLY A FEW MINUTES ago 
O my head was completely 
stopped up; now it is open.” 

These words of testimony came 
from a member of our church re- 
cently after God had touched his 
body by His great healing hand. 

The entire service seemed to 
radiate with the presence of God. 
The congregational singing had 
rung with a glory only the anoint- 
ing of God could give. The testi- 
monies of the saints seemed to fol- 
low in course, praising and magni- 
fying the name of Christ. As 
prayer was offered for the sick, it 
appeared that God literally rent 
the heavens and came down in our 
midst. Waves of His Shekinah glory 
swept over our souls. We witnessed 
the gift of tongues in operation to 
the edification of the Church. 
There was truly a refilling of His 
people, by the Holy Spirit. Needless 
for me to say, our hearts and souls 
were elated, strengthened and en- 
couraged. There was a feeling of 
ecstasy in our hearts after having 
experienced such a marvelous 
blessing. 

Now, in retrospect, I ponder the 
beauty of this outpouring of God’s 
Spirit. A comparison between this 
move of God and that one recorded 
in the New Testament reveals not 
only a similarity but an identity. 
We had witnessed the pristine glory 
of the Church. The word pristine 
means “primitive; hence, uncor- 
rupted by civilization.” It bespeaks 
that condition on the part of every 
Christian whose soul has been 
purged, refined and purified. The 
heart being thus cleansed does not 
regard iniquity and is, therefore, 
unhampered by attitudes contrary 
to the will of God. It refers to the

time that the soul has been laid 
bare to the searchlight of God’s 
Word, washed in the blood of the 
Lamb, immersed in an uncreated 
element, filled and saturated 
(soaked thoroughly, even to the 
point that no more can be ab- 
sorbed) with the Spirit of God. 


A formula for the restoration of 
this pristine glory, resulting in a 
continual flow of God’s blessings 
as well as a description of the 
Church’s present dilemma, is given 
by J. Oswald Sanders in his book, 
The Holy Spirit of Promise. Says Mr. 
Sanders: 


“How tragic is the disparity be- 
tween the experience and achieve- 
ments of the Early Church and 
those of the decadent Church of to- 
day. And for what reason? Because 
she ignores this most essential ele- 
ment of all Christian experience 
(the fullness of the Spirit). The 
renewal of the Pentecostal order 
would bring the recurrence of the 
Pentecostal power. In large meas- 
ure the religion of today is formal 
and joyless; the preaching intel- 
lectual rather than spiritually pow- 
erful; the officers of the church 
wealthy and influential rather than 
full of faith and of the Holy Ghost. 
Not until due recognition is given 
to the ministry of the Third Per- 
son of the Trinity will the Church 
recover her pristine glory.” 


WHILE I CANNOT agree with all 
that Mr. Sanders advances, the 
above paragraph strikes a note of 
concurrence in my heart. Until 
there is a return to the unhindered 
operation of God’s Spirit in our 
midst, we cannot hope to witness 
the pristine glory known by the 
early Church. We must begin with 


the refining fire of the Holy Spirit 
Baptism and continue through un- 
til our every act is under the di- 
rect guidance of the Holy Ghost. 

John the Baptist declared Christ 
to be the “Baptizer with the Holy 
Ghost, and with fire.” Malachi 
speaks of Him as being “like a re- 
finer’s fire, and sitting as a re- 
finer of silver.” Just as silver must 
go through a refining process be- 
fore it can be brought into its pur- 
est state, so likewise, the soul must 
be baptized with fire. 

According to The International 
Standard Bible Encyclopedia, “Sil- 
ver was probably obtained by 
smelting lead sulphide ore. After 
the ore had been reduced to a 
metallic condition, the lead was 
separated from the silver by blow- 
ing hot air over the surface of the 
melted metal. The lead was thus 
changed to lead oxide, which, in a 
powdered condition, was driven 
away by the air blast.” Thus did 
the refiner set about to purify the 
silver. While more advanced meth- 
ods of extracting silver are used 
today, the principle is the same. 
To bring it to its purest state, it 
is fused in a block of lime in the 
reducing flame of a blowpipe. This 
process combined with various 
others has produced silver that was 
at least 99.999 per cent pure. 

God’s method of refining has not 
changed. Advanced knowledge on 
the part of man has not called 
for advanced methods on the part 
of God. The Baptism that was suf- 
ficient on the Day of Pentecost 
is still sufficient. The refining fire 
of God’s presence still purges with 
just as much efficiency as then. 
To recover the pristine glory of the 
Church, we must allow God to con- 
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sume the dross of our hearts 
and burn out those things 
that are dishonoring to Him. 

It was more than just a 
coincidence that the preach- 
ing of the Word by the apos- 
tles was confirmed with signs 
following. These men were 
baptized with the Holy Ghost. 
They were supercharged with 
the power of God. Three thou- 
sand souls were converted on 
the Day of Pentecost because 
the Holy Spirit was present, 
whose work it is to convict the 
world of sin, of righteousness 
and of judgment. Using the 
Word, which is the sword of 
the Spirit, He pricked their 
hearts, causing them to cry 
out, ‘Men and brethren, what 
shall we do?” The lame man 
was enabled to walk and leap 
and praise God through the 
power of the Holy Ghost. An- 
anias and Sapphira met with 
an untimely and sudden death 
because of lying to the Holy 
Ghost. The Spirit removed the 
scales from Stephen’s eyes in 
his hour of death and allowed 
him to see the heavens opened 
and the Son of Man standing 
on the right hand of God. 
There is no end to the count- 
less blessings that God has 
wrought through men who 
have been through the bap- 
tizing fire of His presence and 
filled to the saturation point 
with His Spirit. 

If we are going to see the 
miraculous manifestation of 
God’s power in the salvation 
of lost souls, the sanctification 
of believers, their baptism in 
the Holy Ghost, the healing of 
bodies racked in pain, and the 
restoration of minds to their 
proper mentality; then we, 
too, must pass through the 
refining fires of God’s pres- 
ence. We must wait upon the 
Lord until we have been en- 
dued with power from on 
high. We must take our 
marching orders from the 
Holy Spirit. 

The renewal of the Pente- 
costal order would bring the 
recurrence of the Pentecostal 
power.

“Now We Are 
A STATE”

ODAY WE ARE a state! Ha- 
} waii celebrated the passing 
of another of the milestones 
which have marked these Islands’ 
journey from warring tribal chief- 
doms to united monarchy, to inde- 
pendent republic, to territory, to 
state. Figuring the time from an- 
nexation in 1898, it took Hawaii 61 
years to become a state. For many 
years the question “Is Hawaii 
ready for statehood?” was dis- 
cussed, argued and debated. Some 
persons were in favor of state- 
hood and some were not. To some 
statehood meant the realization 
of great hopes; to some, statehood 
raised silent fears. Now the ques- 
tion has been settled; today we are 
a state! Statehood is a blessing, but 
statehood will also bring duties and 
responsibilities. 

“Now that you are a state you 
must assume the same responsi- 
bilities as the other 49 states,” were 
the words spoken by our Missions 
Field Representative, the Reverend 
C. R. Spain. On the second day of 
the New Year he preached our first 
mission message since we became 
a state. Within me there was an 
excitement and thrill I could not 
put into words, but my heart was 
aglow with it. It seemed I was 
sitting in on the opening of a new 
beginning. I had walked forward 
with pride to join the Church of 


God when it was first organized 
in Hawaii, and I felt God had 
graciously allowed me to witness 
another great event in the history 
of the Church of God in Hawaii. 

Every heart in the house was 
moved and stirred as Brother 
Spain preached his inspiring mes- 
sage. It is a grown-up role that 
has been so suddenly dropped in 
our laps, and I breathed this prayer 
in my heart as I went forward 
with the others to make my faith 
promise: “We'll rise and take our 
place along with the other 49 states 
and do our part in helping to send 
forth the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

There is a bright and challeng- 
ing prospect for the Church of God 
ahead. Just because we are a state, 
the missionary call has not less- 
ened any. The call is just as ur- 
gent; the need is just as great; 
the burden is just as heavy. Every 
effort is being made for the prog- 
ress of Hawaii. Situated as it is 
next door to over one half of the 
world’s population, many feel it will 
be a cultural bridge between the 
East and West. We pray that God 
will help us to meet the spiritual 
need of the people. I realize the 
task ahead is great, but it is a 
challenge which we go forward in 
faith to meet with great expecta- 
tions. Now that Hawaii is the 
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fiftieth state, people will begin to 
dispense with the idea of Hawaii 
as a foreign land. Hawaii has come 
a long way from the outrigger 
canoe to the Pacific jet. The ar- 
gument of detachment and dis- 
tance has been cast aside in this 
age of air travel and rapid transit. 
Now travel is a matter of hours 
instead of days. 


“The harvest truly is plenteous, 
but the laborers are few; pray ye 
therefore the Lord of the harvest, 
that He will send forth laborers 
into his harvest.” It would be im- 
possible for us to raise the fare of 
everyone who felt he had a call 
to Hawaii, but the same God who 
in Bible days sent His messengers 
far and near to take the gospel 
message, is still on the throne. He 
is today calling laborers to work 
in His vineyard. He will bridge the 
waters and span the skies. And 
surely if He brings you to Hawaii, 
He will not require you to swim 
back. 


The people of Hawaii reflect a 
unique harmonious blending of 
races and cultures from East and 
West. This togetherness results in 
interchange of ideas which is ap- 
parent everywhere, in the decora- 
tion of the homes, in the dress, in 
the manners, in the speech and 
probably most of all in the food 
pattern. From each major racial 
group Hawaii has absorbed ele- 


ments that make up the total 
culture of the Islands today. Pre- 
dominantly Oriental, Hawaii com- 
prises approximately 32 per cent 
Japanese, 30 per cent Caucasian, 
17 per cent Hawaiian and part- 
Hawaiian, 11 per cent Filipino, 6 
per cent Chinese and 4 per cent 
other races which includes Samo- 
ans, Koreans, Puerto Ricans and 
others. The population (January 1, 
1959) totaled 585,025, of which 449,- 
910 live on Oahu. 

On April 25, 1820, more than 140 
years ago, the first Christian wor- 
ship service was conducted in Hon- 
olulu. The text for the sermon of 
that day, though it was April and 
near Easter time, was from the 
Christmas story. There the people 
of Hawaii heard these words for 
the first time: “Mai makau oukou 
i ka mea, eia hoi, ke hai aku nei 
a u ia oukou i ka mea maikai, e 
olioli nui ai e lilo ana no na kanaka 
a pau. No ka mea, i keia la i 
hanau ai, ma ke kulanakauhale o

Davida, he ola no oukou, oia ka 
mesia ka hahu.” Translated, “Fear 
not: for, behold, I bring you good 
tidings of great joy, which shall be 
to all people. For unto you is born 
this day in the city of David a 
Saviour, which is Christ the Lord.” 
From that beginning a new Ha- 
waii was born. For through those 
words, the missionaries and the 
people following them under God 
became the greatest single influ- 
ence in Hawaii’s whole develop- 
ment, politically, educationally, so- 
cially, religiously. 

The message we bear is good 
tidings indeed, for it is of the great 
love of God. From the love of God 
came His Son that we might have 
life and that we might have it 
more abundantly. We desire an in- 
terest in your prayers as we take 
this gospel message to the lost and 
the unsaved, that it may be a new 
beginning in the lives of many—a 
new life of faith and hope in Christ 
Jesus!

ans (1 Cor. 16:22), meaning, “our 
Lord cometh.” 

Maranatha was the watchword 
of the early church. It should and 
must be the watchword of this last- 
day church. 

Many Christ-rejecting, Bible-dis- 
honoring, blood-atonement-despis- 
ing, amusement-mad churches 
have long ago ceased preaching the 
grand doctrine of the glorious hope 
of Christ’s return. 

Evolutionary, materialistic, anti- 
supernaturalistic professors of 
modernistic seminaries have 
taught this present-day generation 
of pulpiteers that the doctrine of 
the second coming of Christ is a 
relic of the past. 

When one denomination has cast 
aside its privilege of preaching this 
great truth, God has raised up

another to take its place to preach 
it with more fervor than the pre- 
vious champion. 

Christ’s return is indeed the bat- 
tle-cry of the last days and the 
theme of the Bible. Let us examine 
what the Old-Testament writers 
had to say about this tremendous 
truth. Larkin says that in the Old 
Testament there are twenty times 
as many references to the second 
coming as there are to the first 
advent: 


ENOCH, the seventh from Adam 
—“Behold, the Lord cometh with 
ten thousands of his saints” (Jude 
14). 

JACOB—“The sceptre shall not 
depart from Judah, nor a law- 
giver from between his feet, until 
Shiloh come; and unto him shall 
the gathering of the people be” 
(Genesis 49:10). 

BALAAM—“I shall see him, but 
not now: I shall behold him, but 
not nigh: there shall come a Star 
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out of Jacob, and a Sceptre shall 
rise out of Israel . . .” (Numbers 
24:17). 

MOSES—“The Lord came ... 
with ten thousands of saints” 
(Deuteronomy 33:2). 


ISAIAH—“‘And the Redeemer 
shall come to Zion” (Isaiah 59:20). 
JEREMIAH — “Behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, that I will 
raise unto David a righteous 
Branch, and a King shall reign 
and prosper, and shall execute 
judgment and justice in the earth. 
In his days Judah shall be saved, 
and Israel shall dwell safely: and 
this is his name whereby he shall 
be called, THE LORD OUR RIGHT- 
EOUSNESS” (Jeremiah 23:5, 6). 
EZEKIEL—“And I will set up one 
shepherd over them, and he shall 
feed them .. .” (Ezekiel 34:23). 
DANIEL—“And in the days of 
these kings shall the God of heaven 
set up a kingdom, which shall 
never be destroyed: and the king- 


dom shall not be left to other peo- 
ple, but it shall break in pieces 
and consume all these kingdoms, 
and it shall stand for ever” (Daniel 
2:44). 

HOSEA—“For the children of Is- 
rael shall abide many days with- 
out a king, and without a prince, 
and without a sacrifice, and with- 
out an image, and without an 
ephod, and without teraphim: Af- 
terward shall the children of Is- 
rael return, and seek the Lord 
their God, and David their king; 
and shall fear the Lord and his 
goodness in the latter days” (Hosea 
3:4 §). 

JOEL—‘“And it shall come to 
pass, that whosoever shall call on 
the name of the Lord shall be 
delivered: for in mount Zion and 
in Jerusalem shall be deliverance, 
as the Lord hath said, and in the 
remnant whom the Lord shall 
call” (Joel 2:32). 


AMOS—“Hate the evil, and love 


= 








the good, and establish judgment 
in the gate: it may be that the 
Lord God of hosts will be gracious 
unto the remnant of Joseph” (Amos 
§:18). 

MICAH—“For, behold, the Lord 
cometh forth out of his place, and 
will come down, and tread upon 
the high places of the earth” 
(Micah 1:3). 


NAHUM—‘Behold upon the 
mountains the feet of him that 
bringeth good tidings, that pub- 
lisheth peace” (Nahum 1:15a). 


HABAKKUK—“For the _ earth 
shall be filled with the knowledge 
of the glory of the Lord, as the 
waters cover the sea” (Habakkuk 
2:14). 


ZEPHANIAH—“The great day of 
the Lord is near, it is near, and 
hasteth greatly .. .”

MALACHI—“Behold, I will send 
my messenger, and he shall pre- 
pare the way before me: and the 
Lord, whom ye seek, shall suddenly

Now, turning to the New Testa- 
ment let us examine some of the 
multitudinous testimonies of the 
Lord’s second coming found there. 

First and foremost, of course, are 
the promises of Jesus Himself. Nu- 
merous times He testified of His 
return to the earth. 


SOME OF THE sweetest words 
in the Bible are those when He 
said: “Let not your heart be 
troubled: ye believe in God, be- 
lieve also in me. In my Father’s 
house are many mansions: if it 
were not so, I would have told 
you. I go to prepare a place for 
you. And if I go and prepare a 
place for you, I will come again, 
and receive you unto myself; that 
where I am, there ye may be also” 
(John 14:1-3). Again, as we ex- 
amine one of His most stern warn- 
ings, we hear Him say: “There- 
fore be ye also ready: for in such 
an hour as ye think not the Son 
of man cometh” (Matthew 24:44). 

To the testimony of Jesus let us 
add the testimony of angels: “And 
while they looked stedfastly to- 
ward heaven as he went up, be- 
hold, two men stood by them in 
white apparel; Which also said, Ye 
men of Galilee, why stand ye 
gazing up into heaven? this same 
Jesus, which is taken up from you 
into heaven, shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen him go 
into heaven” (Acts 1:10, 11). 

Now let us turn to the testimony 
of the great Apostle PAUL, the 
writer of more Bible books than 
any other saint. (In all the New 
Testament one verse of every 
thirty refers to the return of Je- 
sus.) Paul refers to the Coming of 
Jesus more than fifty times. A 
sample of his testimony is found 
in the following three Scriptures: 
“When Christ, who is our life, shall 
appear, then shall ye also appear 
with him in glory” (Colossians 3: 
4). “Henceforth there is laid up 
for me a crown of righteousness, 
which the Lord, the _ righteous 
judge, shall. give me at that day: 
and not to me only, but unto all 
them also that love his appearing” 
(2 Timothy 4:8). “I charge thee 
therefore before God, and the Lord 
Jesus Christ, who shall judge the 
quick and the dead at his ap- 
pearing and his kingdom; Preach 
the word .. .” (2 Timothy 4:1, 2). 


JAMES—“Be patient therefore, 
brethren, unto the coming of the 
Lord. Behold, the husbandman 
waiteth for the precious fruit of 
the earth, and hath long patience 
for it, until he receive the early 
and latter rain. Be ye also pa- 


tient; stablish your hearts: for the 
coming of the Lord draweth nigh” 
(James 5:7, 8). 

PETER—“But the day of the 
Lord will come as a thief in the 
night; in the which the heavens 
shall pass away with a great noise, 
and the elements shall melt with 
fervent heat, the earth also and 
the works that are therein shall be 
burned up. Nevertheless we, ac- 
cording to his promise, look for 
new heavens and a new earth, 
wherein dwelleth righteousness” (2 
Peter 3:10, 13). 

JUDE—“And Enoch also, the 
seventh from Adam, prophesied of 
these, saying, Behold, the Lord 
cometh with ten thousands of his 
saints, To execute judgment upon 
all...” (Jude 14, 15). 

Finally, we come to the last book 
of the Bible and hear from the 
Apostle JOHN on the Isle of Pat- 
mos after God had given him a 
review of history and a preview 
of the future. Only one verse from 
the end of the Bible the Holy 
Ghost inspired him to write: “He 
which testifieth these things saith, 
Surely I come quickly. Amen. Even 
so, come, Lord Jesus” (Revelation 
22:20). 

Thus we conclude our Scriptural 
testimonies to the fact that Jesus 
is coming again. Nothing could be 
clearer. 

Skeptics may doubt it. Critics 
may sneer and ask, “Where is the 
promise of His coming?” Preachers 
may deny it, and denominations 
may junk it; but the fact remains: 
Jesus is coming back again.

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HIS SLOGAN of an adver- 

tising concern could well be 

that of our Sunday School: 
“People go where they are invited, 
and stay where they are well 
treated.” A good salesman knocks 
on doors and contacts people. 
Growing churches have an organ- 
ized, systematic plan of knocking 
on doors to contact people for 
Christ and the church. 

The church must go after the 
people or most of them will not 
be reached. There are reasons that 
we must go to the people. They 
are not coming to our churches. 
Christ’s command was “to go.” The 
example of the New Testament be- 
lievers was “to go.” Experience has 
taught us that we must go if the 
people come to Sunday School. 
Many persons are moving each 
year and will be lost to the church 
unless we find them, visit them, 
and invite them to come to our 
Sunday School. 

A pastor in one of the southern 
states invited his service station 
operator to his Sunday School every 
Monday morning for seventeen 
years before he came once. Now 
this man is a Christian and a 
worker in his church. When Ray 
H. Hughes was pastoring in Chat- 
tanooga, he sent a card inviting 
a man to Sunday School each week 
for 107 weeks before the man came. 
These examples show us that we 
must have a genuine concern and 
a determination to reach people 
for Christ. 


Real Concern Needed 


The factor needed most of all for 
growth in our churches is to have 
a real concern for lost individuals. 
We need a passion for souls more 
than anything else. Our desire for 
numbers or to build a large Sun- 
day School is insufficient in getting 
the job done. Spasmodic attend- 
ance drives will not bring about 
successful visitation and growth. 
Genuine concern in reaching peo- 
ple for Christ is the only motive 
which will keep our enthusiasm 
fired up constantly to carry Christ’s 
message to the disturbed, empty, 
frustrated persons all about us. 

Where does this real concern for 
lost individuals come from? It 
comes from dedicated living, con- 
sistent Bible study, and daily 
prayer. We must not wait! We must 
seek out the people! I pray that 
God will give you a real concern 
for the lost which will last through 
the heat of the summer, the cold 
of the winter, and survive the spir- 
itual stupor which seems to have 
settled on so ye! Christians. We 
have “come to the kingdom for 
such a time as this,” and we must 
not fail because we do not have a 
genuine desire for others. 


Preparation Precedes Success

failed? What was the reason for

your failure? Were you inade- 
quately prepared? Was your pre- 
sentation artificial and unattrac- 
tive? Was your approach to people 
cold and mechanical? When our 
thoughts center on ourselves or on 
just getting numbers out to Sun- 
day School instead of genuine con- 
cern and love for the lost, our 
visitation will fail. Consistent and 
systematic visitation is too diffi- 
cult for those with any motive 
lower than a burning desire to 
win the lost. 


One should have a warm, vital, 
glowing Christian experience be- 
fore he attempts to do visitation. 
A life of prayer can lead you to 
a position of victorious living and 
will make your visitation more 
profitable. Obeying the command 
of Christ to go to the homes of 
the lost will help one to grow and 
mature spiritually. 

After making sure your heart 
and life are prepared there are 
many other points of preparation. 
Have as much information as pos- 
sible about the persons you will be 
visiting. You should take your Bi- 
ble and Sunday School literature 
appiopriate for the age you will 
be contacting. Always carry census 
cards and a pen to collect informa- 
tion which may need to be passed 
on to other departments. Be as 
neat and clean as you would for 
a business appointment, but dress 
conservatively so as not to raise 
a barrier between the family and 
yourself. Go out in the power of 
the Lord and He will give you suc- 
cess. 


Making Visitation Vital 


Visitation should not be added 
to the program just to receive 
credit on the standards. Effective 
visitation cannot be done in spurts. 
To have a growing Sunday School, 


it must be a weekly scheduled 
program. Visitation pays biggest 
dividends and brings the most joy 
when it is a part of the weekly 
calendar of the Sunday School. 


Here are some suggestions for 
a practical program of visitation: 


1. Select a superintendent of en- 
largement. He should know how to 
visit and also how to lead others 
to visit. If visitation is to be a 
continuing program it must have 
a faithful leader who will go after 
the lost, who will promote visita- 
tion, and who will supervise it. 


2. Make visitation a regular part 
of the weekly church schedule. 
Mondays and Thursdays have been 
chosen most often as visitation 
days, but select the day which will 
be best for your church. 


3. Set a definite time for visita- 
tion. Set definite hours for visita- 
tion and have the workers meet 
at the church. After assignments 
are given and the workers have 
prayed they go out to visit absen- 
tees, prospects, and to win the lost. 
They should go by twos as much 
as possible. Some churches have 
scheduled visitation day as follows: 
Nursery and Beginner workers, 
10:00 a.m.; Primary and Junior 
workers at 3:15 pm. (or when 
school is out); and Youth and 
Adult workers, 6:30 or 7:00 p.m. 
Usually, men can be enlisted to 
visit in the evenings after working 
hours and the evening meal. En- 
list every teacher and worker for 
visitation at one of these hours. 
Most youth and adult classes 
should enlist two or more members 
of their class to visit each week. 


4. The church visitor should of- 
fer transportation for those who 
would come to Sunday School if 
they had a way. If the visitor can- 
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not provide transportation for Sun- 
day School prospects he should 
turn the names and addresses in 
to the Transportation Chairman 
who is responsible for bringing 
people to Sunday School and 
church. To keep the visitation pro- 
gram practical and workable, we 
must go after the people and then 
provide transportation for them to 
come to the Lord’s house. 


5. Visitation reports must be made 
each week. Every responsibility and 
every job should have accounta- 





bility. More visitation is done when 
reporting is required. Reporting 
keeps the workers encouraged and 
informed about the Lord’s work. 
The new Six Point Record System 
has provisions for reporting. Write 
the Church of God Publishing 
House, Cleveland, Tenn., for a 
sample package of the new record 
forms. 


6. Recognize the faithful visitors. 
Just a small certificate of honor 
or a visitation honor roll for the 
faithful visitors each year can
